DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is prior 
art disclosing a pair of wafers with one of said wafers having a recess in a wafer, the 
wafers attached to one another. See, for example, Wood et al. (US6359333), wherein 
the above is disclosed. 

However, the claims as amended specifically recite a wafer level package 
comprising first and second semiconductor wafers, wherein the first wafer has an 
elevated portion and an etched lower surface original to the wafer and surrounds an 
area of the etched lower surface. More specifically, see that the claims as amended 
specifically recite that a device is fabricated on the first semiconductor wafer described 
above. Also, see that the claim specifically recite structural disposition of a pad, bonding 
material, elevated portion, and other structural features with respect to one another. The 
above structural limitations as recited in the claims and when combined with all the 
specific language of the claims make up for a device that is neither obvious over nor 
anticipated by the prior art of record, which fails to neither alone nor in combination 
anticipate the present invention. Hence the Notice of Allowability found herein.
